The second $100,000,000 War Fund 


tfampnlgn of the American Red Cross 
will begin on May 20 and continue 
through that week, according to an 
announcement made by G. M. DnM, 
chairman of the War Fund Committee 
for the Atlantic Division of the Red 
Cross, 
This announcement followed 


tho receipt of a tclcsrcns froas the 
War Council of the Eed Cross. 


The big Red Cross campaign was 


originally set for May 6 to 13, but on 
account of possible Interference with 
the Liberty Loan drive It was decided 
that the later date would more effec 
tively serve the Interest of-the Red 
Cross and the Liberty Loan Commit 
tees.

$77,721,918 Already Appropriated. 
Through the action of the "War Coun- 


cil the campaign for the second $100,- 
000,000 War Fund will start approxi- 
mately eleven months after the first 
$100,000,000 War Fund Drive. The first 
campaign was launched June IS, five 
weeks after President Wilson appoint- 
ed the War Council, headed by Henry 
P. Davison. At the outset of its activ- 
ities the War Council saw the need of 
a huge war fund, not only to uphold 
the morale and conserve the strength 
of our Army and Navy, but also to 
care for the helpless civilian sufferers 
in Europe. 


The public immediately responded to 


the appeal, subscribing more than 
$100,000,000. 
Interest added to the 


contributions brought the total fund to 
$105,099,257. 


Of this amount 577,721,918 has been 


appropriated for Red Cross activities 
at home and abroad. In addition, 517,- 
000,121 was refunded to chapters for 
supplies and local relief work, leaving 
a remainder of 510,371,217 now avnila- 
jle for appropriations. For the benefit 
of France alone the American Red 
:ross has expended more than $30,- 
000,000.

At the time of Us first war fund 


campaign the membership of the Red 


iross was a little more than 500,000. 


Today, as a result of the membership 
campaign during the week preceding 
jhristmas, the'Red Cross has approxi- 
mately 23,000,000 members, not includ- 
ng the membership in its Junior De- 
partment, a collateral branch of the 
parent organization, which has en- 
rolled a large percentage of the school 
children of the United States.

Young Women to Take Up 


Training Courses. 


Nurses, more nurses and still more 


nurses! is the call from the American 
army in "France. 


Surgeon General Gorgas Is urging 


young women to begin the training 
courses to fit them for service at the 
front, or at least to take the places of 
nurses who go to the front, where 
30,000 are needed. 


"The need for nurses will not end 


with the declaration of peace," his 
department points out. 
"Therefore, 


those who begin the course of training 
are assured of employment In the fu- 
ture as well as doing a patriotic serv- 
ice now. The number of new students 
in the schools throughout the country 
should be limited only by their facili- 
ties to teach and the clinical facilities 
of the hospitals." 


In this connection it is recalled that 


Surgeon General Gorgas had an ex- 
perience with nurses when he was in 
charge of sanitation in the Panama 
Canal zone that may be duplicated in 
.France. It was found extremely diffi- 
cult to keep nurses in Panama because 
the American men there married them 
almost as fast as they came! 


"The epidemic of matrimony," as it 


was called in Panama, is likely to 
break out in France. However, both 
nurses and soldiers are over there 
strictly on business with the kaiser, and 
if romances bud they will not flower 
until peace is declared.
